State Recognition for Esperanto. —The Parlia¬ 
ment of the Brazilian State of Rio has just 
passed a law that preference shall be given to 
those candidates for official positions who, 
other things being equal, have a knowledge of 
Esperanto, and are holders of the Brazilian 
Esperanto Association’s diploma. 

Esperanto in Russian Schools. —The Governor-

LONDOM. 

U.E.A. in London.— The January report of the 
Esperanto C onsul for London shows that although the 
beginning of the year is the quietest time of the year, 
he was very busy collecting subscriptions, which are 
coming in very rapidly, and show' signs of making the 
year 1914 a record year for London. 

During the month 4 7 persons paid their subscriptions, 
making in all for the current year 149 members, of 
which 92 were renewals and 57 entirely new. At the 
end of January last year only 124 persons had paid 
their subscriptions. 

As usual, he replied to a number of most diverse 
inquiries, of which the following is a selection :— 

Locomotives. —He sent to Austria addresses of British 
firms which build locomotives. 

Photography. —For a Parisian he visited a well-known 
firm of photograph instrument manufacturers, to 
receive an explanation of an order sent to the enquirer. 

Powder-Mixing Machines. —Endeavoured to discover 
address of a certain firm in Great Britain supposed to 
manufacture these machines, but on account of insuffi¬ 
cient details has hitherto failed. Enquiries still on foot 
with the Board of Trade, and hopes to report next 
month successful conclusion. 

Kinoplastikon .—Sent to a German firm particulars 
regarding this new and wonderful development of the 
kinematograph, by means of which moving pictures 
are shown speaking and singing as in the flesh, without 
the aid of a screen. 

Boys’ Journals.—- Sent to a young Russian a list of 
the best English journals suitable for boys, as well as 
a number of catalogues. 

Mathematics. —Sent to a Russian student addresses 
and catalogues of books, on this very interesting subject, 
published for University and other students. 

New Zealand. —Having been in New Zealand, he was 
fortunately able to give addresses of several Esper- 
antists in that beautiful land to a lady about to travel 
thither. 

The Consul also reported that he was making pre¬ 
liminary arrangements for the visit of a large party 
of German school-teachers, about a hundred being 
expected. Although the party itself is non-Esperan- 
tist, the arrangements are in the hands of our *’ sami¬ 
deanoj,” and it is hoped that by means of this visit 
a good deal of propaganda will be done for our 
language.— Harry A. Epstein, Esperanto Constd , 
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Charing Cross. —We regret to say that, owing to 
ill-health, Mrs. Trounson, the agema secretary of the 
Charing Cross Esperanto Club, has been obliged to 
resign.

GREATER BRITAIN. 

Wellington (New Zealand). —The first annual meeting of 
this Esperanto Society took place lately in Esperanto 
Hall. Nine new members were enrolled. The society has 
certainly made astonishing progress since its formation, 
which was brought about by the efforts of three of its 
present members. The annual report read by the 
secretary, Mr. V. L. M. Daniel, stated that, there were 
in names upon the membership roll—a record for an 
international language club in a non-cosmopolitan 
country. Suburban branch instruction had been 
proposed, and in one instance taken advantage of— 
Lyall Bay. Several " social ” evenings had been held. 
The group was fortunate in the matter of Esperanto 
literature, as a transference of a number of books to- 
the society had recently been made. The officers of 
the society were re-elected without change. After a 
little discussion upon general matters, the president, 
Mr. W. L. Edmanson, F.B.E.A., delivered an inter¬ 
esting and instructive lecture upon the “ Correlatives 
and their System." 

The weekly meetings of the Lyall Bay branch of the 
local society have proved highly satisfactory. In¬ 
struction in the language is ably carried out under the 
direction of Miss Ockenden and Mr. Daniel. 

THE FEDERATIONS. 

(For fuller reports see Esperanto Monthly). 

Lancashire and Cheshire. —This federation held its 
twenty-fourth quarterly conference and sixth annual 
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general meeting in the Town Hall, Accrington, on 
Saturday; the Mayor, Captain J. Harwood, J.P., 
officially welcomed the delegates. In commenting 
upon the excellence of Esperanto, he stated that just 
as Hindustani is a medium of communication amongst 
the people of different dialects in India, so Esperanto 
is to the world. Mr. Rhodes Marriott, in proposing a 
vote of thanks to the Mayor, said that the Esperanto 
movement continued to make headway, and he alluded 
to the fact that not only were national literary works 
being translated into Esperanto, but original Esperanto 
works were now' being translated into the national 
tongues. He also outlined the work being done in 
Paris in readiness for the Tenth International Esperanto 
Congress, to be held there in August next, and which 
promised to be a grandiose affair. The secretary, in 
his annual report, gave encouraging statistics, which 
show that five groups have joined the federation during 
the year, considerably augmenting its numerical 
strength. The finances for the year are also satis¬ 
factory. The officers and committee for the ensuing 
year were elected as follows :—President, S-ro Rhodes 
Marriott (Manchester) ; vice-presidents, S-roj j. 
Applebaum (Liverpool), J. Baxandall (Heswall), and 
Rev. J. Ashby (Southport) ; secretary and treasurer, 
S-ro G. R. Griffiths (Liverpool) ; propaganda secretary, 
S-ro Percy Foster (Southport). The arrangements for 
the second Esperanto Eisteddfod, to be held in Liverpool 
on Easter Monday next, are almost complete, and it 
was announced that the Lord Mayor of that city had 
kindly promised to open the proceedings. Sir George 
Toulmin, M.P. (Bury), Lady Toulmin, and Colonel 
G. Kyffin-Taylor, V.D., M.P., had also consented to be 
patrons of the festival. After the Conference tea was 
served in the Co-operative Rooms, followed by a concert 
and dance, during which a play entitled “ Did We ? ” 
translated into Esperanto, and arranged by a well- 
known Burnley Esperantist, was successfully presented. 
Delegates numbering about 150 were present, as well 
as local residents.

on “ Universal Language, the Need of the Age.” An 
interesting discussion followed. 

Wood Green.—On Sunday, January 18, at the Station- 
road Adult School, Mr. E. Briscoe opened a debate on 
” Universal Language,” speaking enthusiastically for 
Esperanto. On the 25th he continued his propaganda 
by means of the blackboard, many text books being 
sold. 

Newton Abbot.—On January 20 Mr. F. J. Strong 
expounded the advantages and importance of Esper¬ 
anto, and was fully reported in the Mid-Devon and 
Newton Times.

Ogden gave a most instructive discourse on Esperanto.

Letchworth.—On January 31, in Howard Hall, Mr. 
Paul Blaise (Belgium) delivered an exceedingly inter¬ 
esting lecture entitled A Visit to Paris.” Mr. Eben- 
czer Howard, J .P., presided and introduced the lecturer. 
The lecture and all speeches were delivered in Esper¬ 
anto, four of the members of the local group translating 
for the benefit of the non-Esperantists. The lecture 
was illustrated by about 100 magnificent views of 
Paris, and the Letchworth Esperanto Choir rendered 
the four-part songs, ‘‘Good King Wences'as” and ” Sweet 
and Low,” the translation of these being the work of 
an enthusiastic local samideanino, Miss Young, who took 
occasion to say that Esperanto was the most perfect 
language in the world for singing, because of the open 
vowels and the full consonants. The pronunciation 
was easy of acquirement, and it was “ about a hundred 
times easier than French ” to learn. Later, in intro¬ 
ducing Miss Esme Holding, who gave two of Schumann’s 
charming songs in Esperanto, she said she should like 
it to be the universal song-language of the world. It 
was most difficult to translate foreign songs into 
English —the English stress was so bad. Every singer 
should learn to sing her own country’s songs, and other 
country's songs should be given in Esperanto. Miss 
Holding’s songs were extremely well sung, her pronunci¬ 
ation being excellent. The hon. president of this 
group, Mr. Aneurin Williams, a warm-hearted supporter 
of our cause, has lately become a Member of Parliament .

Bow, London, E. —On January 30 Mr. H. Bolingbroke 
Mudie delivered a lecture, illustrated by lantern slides, 
on “ An Esperantist's Summer Holiday in Mid-Europe 
and the Balkans,” at the Malmesbury-road L.C.C.

2. All policemen who gain the 1st Certificate of the 
B.E.A. shall wear the green star when in uniform— 
that beats London ! ! 

I feel delighted about both, and there will be great 
excitement when I tell them in class to-morrow. 

The men are working very hard, and are so interested 
an Esperanto. Several are corresponding with police¬ 
men abroad, and the delight with which they show 
•off their p.c. or letter is great. S-ro Alcorn has just 
sent me some more addresses, so now I hope all will 
have a correspondent. 

Fourteen of them have sent money to Paris for the 
Police Bulteno—and they read with interest a collection 
of various old Esperanto magazines I had, and at each 
lesson some have to tell me in Esperanto what they 
have read—turn about. Really they work hard, one 
and all. The other day a Russian captain and crew' 
arrived at the Wavcrley Station and found it closed. 
One of my “ Bobbies ” went to their assistance. The 
captain spoke English fairly, and said he also spoke 
Russian, French, and German, and, added the sergeant, 
Esperanto ? Jes, said the captain, and they shook 
hands, and began Esperanto. He evidently was an 
enthusiastic Esperantist, as he said that at every port 
one touches in the Baltic or Mediterranean one found 
Esperantists, and many taxi-drivers in Paris spoke it, 
etc., etc. The sergeant was delighted that he was 
understood and could himself understand. He is one 
of those who have got leave of absence for Paris—so he 
won’t feel he can’t be understood there.

A Scholar’s Opinion of Esperanto. 

Professor Julius Gluck, conducting the Esper¬ 
anto courses at the Royal University and at the 
Royal Technical High School in Vienna, has 
sent us the following expression of opinion 
made by Mr. George Stuart Fullerton, who is 
just now lecturing in philosophy at Vienna 
University, under the system of international 
exchange of professors established recently in 
some Continental academic centres. We have 
no doubt that Professor Fullerton’s appeciation 
of their cause will be valued by Esperantists 
in this country. Al niaj instruistoj propagan¬ 
dist ĝi sekvu kiel utila varbilo ĉe kolegoj ! 

"That an artificial language of any sort, even one 
conceived and elaborated by the highest genius, should 
replace the great living languages of the world, 1 
suppose, no reasonable man would care to maintain. 
Esperanto does not make any such pretentions, but 
aims only to be a convenient means of communication 
between those who under existing circumstances find 
direct communication difficult or impossible. The 
Latin language, once common to the learned men of all 
the civilised world, has been allowed to slip into disuse. 

It will not be resurrected as a means of intercourse. 
Most scholars have some acquaintance with three or 
tour of the world languages. But such an acquaintance, 
with a few r tongues, even with those most widely under¬ 
stood, does not do away w'ith the need of some simple 
and easy means of communication between men gen¬ 
erally. This Esperanto appears to furnish. My 
serious attention was called to it for the first time a 
number of years ago, when I was presiding at certain 
meetings of an international congress. Several papers 
were presented in Esperanto, and I was surprised to 
find how much I could understand merely as a result 
of my acquaintance with several languages commonly 
spoken in Europe. I believe that the use of this new 
tongue will increase surprisingly, and that it will come 
to serve not as a substitute, but as a useful supplement 
to the various tongues which have grown up with the 
evolution of the nations, and which have, of course, 
qualities which no artificial language aims to have or 
can expect to have.’’— George Stuart Fullerton, 
Vienna, November 5,, 1913.

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Esperanto in 1913. 

By Dr. Breiger. 

The most important events of the year were the 

Esperanto Congresses, 

which of late have so increased in number that it will 
be impossible in the present short review to give more 
than a summary account of them. 

Of the National Esperanto Congresses, the more 
notable, held at Whitsuntide, were the Austrian at 
Graz, the Sixth British Esperanto Congress at East- 
I>ourne, the Danish at Aarhus, the Belgian at Spa ; 
and several of the French Federations met at Auxerre 
and Valence. On May n and 12 took place the Fourth 
Catalonian Congress at Olat, at which it was decided 
that the Esperanto societies in the Iberian Peninsula 
should unite for propaganda purposes to form the 
Iberian Esperanto Association. On June 1 the Dutch 
Esperantists gathered at The Hague, and from June 
6 to 8 there took place the Scotch Congress at Greenock, 
and that of the Northern French Federations at Douai. 
From August 17 to 19 the Russian Esperantists held 
their national Esperanto Congress at Kieff. Next 
followed the Eighth German Esperanto Congress at 
Stuttgart (August 19 to 21), the Hungarian at Arad 
about the same date, and finally the Italian at Milan 
(August 31 to September 2). To these should be added 
•also the “ Esperanto Days," held in connection with 
big International Exhibitions, particularly at Ghent 
(Belgium), Breslau (Germany), and Kieff (Russia). 

Special mention should be made of the Second Annual 
Congress of '* German Esperantist Workmen,” held in 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, at. which the proceedings were 
conducted almost wholly in Esperanto, a further strik¬ 
ing evidence being thus afforded of the easy way of 
communication opened up to the workers of the world 
through Esperanto. 

The principal gathering of the year was of course 
the Ninth Universal Esperanto Congress, field in August, 
at Bern, in Switzerland, under the hon. presidency of 
Colonel Frey, director of Swiss Telegraphs, and formerly 
•of the Swiss Federation. Some 1,100 Esperantists 
from 23 different countries took part in the Congress. 
The most important decision passed in the business 
meeting was for the foundation of an International 
Association of Esperantist Propaganda Societies, with 
a Central Bureau at Paris. Another important feature 
of the Congress was the series of business meetings 
conducted by the Universal Esperanto Association, 
representative of a world-wide membership of over 
0,000. As usual, there were also meetings of various 
Specialist Societies (the International Scientific Associ¬ 
ation, the Esperantist Doctors’ Association, Postal 
Officials, Esperantist Policemen, Jurists, etc., etc.). 
Excursions to various parts of Switzerland, undertaken 
under the pleasant conditions enjoyed by Esperantists, 
formed a delightful relaxation to a week of business. 
The proceedings of the Congress, business and pleasure 
alike, were chronicled throughout, in Esperanto, without 
the slightest hitch whatever. One has only to consider 
the amount of correspondence and organisation needed 
to run successfully a big Congress, and the difficulties 
which beset ordinary international gatherings, to know 
what a test that means, and to agree that a language 
which can pass it as Esperanto does merits serious 
•attention on the part of all workers in the international 
field. 

International Congresses. 

ft is, therefore, not surprising to learn that a number 
of International Congresses are admitting Esperanto 
officially as one of the languages which may be used 
in their deliberations, for instance, the 7th International 
Congress of the Theosophical Society (Stockholm), the 


14th Anti-Alcoholic Congress, and the International 
Congress of the Bed Cross Societies. The English Peace 
Congress in Leeds also recommended Esperanto as a 
Congress Language, and in Vienna the 2nd International 
Congress for Guarantee against Accidents, after hearing 
a paper by Dr. Schwab, a Member of the International 
Association of Esperanto Doctors, on “ the Significance 
of Esperanto for Ambulance Work in Peace and the 
Sanitary Service in War,” adopted a resolution setting 
forth the importance of an auxiliary International 
Language for Rescue Work. The International Tour¬ 
ing Congress held in Verona passed a recommendation 
that the Touring Association (i) for relations with 
Foreign Societies, and (2) when publishing guide books, 
should make use of Esperanto, and (3), they should 
induce members of their staffs to learn Esperanto, and 
(4), co-operate as far as possible in the propaganda 
of Esperanto. At an International Congress ol‘ the 
Publishers of Periodicals it was also decided that 
members in their newspapers and magazines should 
endeavour to keep free a corner for notices in or con¬ 
cerning Esperanto. 

Catholic Esperantists, 

whose number is continually on the increase, held 
in September a pilgrimage to Rome, where theii 4th 
Congress took place. This was the occasion of consi¬ 
derable propaganda for Esperanto, the Pope giving his 
special blessing to the. Esperantists in the presence of 
8,000 pilgrims, and allowing the Catholic Esperanto 
Hymn to be played by the Vatican Orchestra immedi¬ 
ately after the ceremony. 

Esperantist Doctors (” Teka ”). 

The International Association of Esperantist Doctors 
(” Teka ”) has not yet reached again the membership 
which it had before the unfortunate attempt to start a 
second Medical Monthly in Esperanto ; however, the 
excellently edited official organ of the Association, 
Kuracisto, is doing extreme!}- useful work in providing 
its readers with interesting articles or special reports 
about original work. ” The Deka ” at the great 
International Congress in London proved clearly to 
quite a number of doctors, through its special meetings, 
that discussions are much more useful and compre¬ 
hensible when carried on in Esperanto than in the other 
Congress languages ; this advantage of Esperanto 
was also emphasised and recognised by the English 
newspapers. The services already rendered by Esper¬ 
anto as a means of propaganda for various International 
Exhibitions induced also the International Exhibition 
for Naval Affairs and Marine Hygiene at Genoa and 
the Universal Exhibition of Book industries in Leipzig 
to use Esperanto in making their names and objects 
known abroad. 

Esperanto amongst Students. 

Although steady progress of Esperanto in Univer¬ 
sity Students' Circles has to be recorded, it is not so 
great as one might expect from a section of the public 
so given to enthusiasm, or as one might wish in the 
interests of the spread of the language itself. This is 
due, mainly, to the popular habit of changing one’s 
University. Frequently a good propagandist succeeds 
after much trouble in inducing small groups of students 
in the midst of many other distractions to take up 
Esperanto ; but when he leaves the University, and is 
not able immediately to find an equally energetic and 
experienced leader to conduct a group, enthusiasm is 
all too apt to die away, especially as the majority of 
students are looked upon as over idealistic. However, 
a German University Students' Esperanto League has 
been formed in Berlin, to which are affiliated, up to the 
present, groups in Berlin, Brŭnn, Charlottenburg, Kiel, 
Munich, Rostock, and Stuttgart. 
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International Union of Freemasons. 

The Esperanto Congress at Berne was made an 
occasion to call once more into activity an International 
Union of Freemasons’ in the presence of Masons from 
every land under the sun who gave greetings, and 
carried on their deliberations in Esperanto. A business 
meeting was held in the Berne “ Hope ” Lodge, when 
an Esperanto translation of “ The Alpine Ritual ” was 
used. The hitherto existing Union of Esperanto 
Framasona was dissolved, and the new Union founded 
under the name of The Universal Freemasonry League. 
We hope that the League will soon succeed in convinc¬ 
ing a goodly number of brethren of the great value of 
Esperanto in Freemasonry. 

Esperanto for the Police. 

Not only in towns where Esperanto Congresses have 
taken place is Esperanto being taught to policemen, 
to enable them to understand foreign Esperantist 
visitors, and help them with local information, but in 
other places also, so that at the present time Esperanto¬ 
speaking members of the force are to be found in a 
number of larger cities, London, Paris, Dresden, Leipzig, 
Madrid, Antwerp, Brussels, Edinburgh, etc., and may 
be recognised by the Esperanto star worn on their 
uniforms. To an enquiry undertaken by the 

Schweizerische B iirgerzeitung,’ ’ addressed to municipal 
police authorities throughout Switzerland, the replies 
received were unanimously in favour of Esperanto, its 
value for the police in their relations with foreigners, 
and for communication between the police authorities 
from one country to another, being fully recognised. 
Esperantists should particularly note one of the replies 
given, in which it is pointed out that Esperantists could 
do very much to demonstrate the practical necessity 
of Esperanto-speaking policemen if they were to make 
a practice, when addressing enquiries to police officers 
abroad, of speaking Esperanto. The authorities would 
only take definite action in response to a clearly estab¬ 
lished need. Unfortunately, it is just the small things 
which can be so easily done, such as the wearing of the 
Esperanto star-badge, the occasional accosting of a 
policeman in Esperanto, which are not taken enough 
into account by Esperantists. Yet these are ways in 
which all, without expense or trouble, can do their 
part in the spreading of Esperanto. 

The number of 

Esperanto Guide-Books 

and guide-sheets, published partly by the various local 
Tourist Associations, partly by Esperanto groups, with 
or without the help of the U.E.A., for the facilitation 
ol' international travel and communication, grows 
greater every year. Among the ones published last 
year, most of them finely illustrated, were those fo 
Meissen a. E., Esslingen, Augsburg, Breslau, Diissel- 
dorf, Leipzig, Bozen-Gries, Cassel. 

Considerable increase has also undoubtedly been 
made in the use of 

Esperanto in Business Circles, 

but the reports of such use, hitherto given in the 
national Esperanto periodicals, are not detailed enough 
to enable one to judge of the actual monetary profits 
which may have been made through firms utilising 
Esperanto or the U.E.A. That the U.E.A. in its 
annual report is able to show a substantial rise in the 
number of “ Esperantiaj Entreprenoj ” (business 
houses, etc., which pay a certain yearly sum for the 
right to make use of the U.E.A.’s services) is certainly 
a cause for congratulation ; but it would be much more 
a cause for congratulation, and more effective from a 


propaganda point of view, if more details could be 
furnished, reports, say, by firms which advertise in the 
U.E.A. fortnightly “ Esperanto,” as to sales or enquiries 
actually traceable to Esperanto publicity, or tangible 
advantages which have been reaped through the inter¬ 
mediary of the U.E.A. delegates. 

Much more precise information is available concern¬ 
ing the progress of 

Esperanto in the Schools, 
which offer a field of propaganda no less important than 
even the world of commerce. The prejudice once felt 
against Esperanto in educational circles is fast disap¬ 
pearing. This is evident from the fact that during the 
past year quite a number of schools were added to the 
list of those in which Esperanto has been placed among 
the subjects taught, and also from the fact that 
teachers themselves are more and more taking up the 
study of the language. It is true that there arc still 
strong counter-influences to be overcome, but to-day, 
at any rate, a teacher who interests himself actively 
in Esperanto no longer risks being looked upon as 
mentally deficient. 

An Esperanto Teachers' Union, started as an official 
branch of the Saxon Union of Teachers, already has a 
membership of one hundred. At the Saxon Esperanto- 
Institute (permanently subsidised by the Saxon Govern¬ 
ment), which was recently transferred with its chief, 
" Museumsdirektor ” Dr. Schramm, to Leipzig, five 
State teachers have already successfully essayed the 
examination which qualifies them officially as Esper¬ 
anto instructors ; in Augsburg a course of instruction 
started specially for teachers had a regular attendance 
of twenty-four, and in Wiirtemberg a number of teachers 
established an Esperanto group of their own. 

The good example shown first by France, and later 
by England (where Esperanto for some years now has 
been a grant-earning subject in the evening schools, 
under the Board of Education), is now being followed 
with ever-increasing willingness by Germany. In 
Augsburg, where Esperanto for quite a while has been 
taught as an optional subject in various higher-grade 
and commercial schools, it is now being introduced with 
excellent results into middle-grade schools too. In 
the same town, also, the teaching of Esperanto was 
recommended by the headmaster in the local Con¬ 
tinuation School, with the special sanction of the 
Municipal Educational Board. The Saxon Esperanto- 
Institute, of which mention has been made above has 
with special Government sanction established branch 
Esperanto Schools in Dresden. Leipzig, Zittau, Chem¬ 
nitz. Plauen, and Auerbach. 

Expressions as to 

The Utility of Esperanto in Board-Schools, 

first made at Lille, in France, and in connection with 
experiments made in some English schools, are now 
growing frequent. Special stress is laid upon the fact 
that learning Esperanto seems to increase the general 
receptivity of the children in other subjects too, and 
enables them to understand and use much better their 
own mother-tongue, the latter being particularly 
noticeable on comparison of results obtained with 
children in the same class who have learnt no Esper¬ 
anto. This at any rate has been noticed in every case, 
without exception, in which the experiment has been 
made. It should be noted, too, that the favourable 
opinions in question do not emanate merely from the 
Esperanto teachers, who might be accused of partiality 
in this connection, but are confirmed by heads of 
schools and educational authorities, who are quite 
unprejudiced in the matter. Emphasis quite as unani¬ 
mous is also laid upon the keenness with which the 
children apply themselves to their Esperanto study. 
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This latter phenomenon, which is by no means usual 
as far as the study of other foreign languages is con¬ 
cerned, is due in the case of Esperanto mainly to the 
ease with which that language can be learnt, and the 
early stage at which the learner can speak it. 

Certain proposals made by Mons. Durieux, of Lille, 
with a view to overcoming the obstacles in the way of 
introducing Esperanto into the schools, are well worth 
pondering. He urges that, in the first place, any 
information as to the teaching of Esperanto in the 
schools be collected to one given centre, and that 
secondly, from this central bureau, propaganda be 
directed into the different countries concerned and upon 
the competent educational authorities, and that lastly, 
individual -localities where experiment is made should 
exchange internationally information as to results 
obtained. 

Official Esperanto Classes were and are being 
conducted in the State Technical Schools at Chemnitz, 
and at the Friedrichs-Polytechnic at Cbthen (Anh.). 
The Leipzig Corporation recommended its employees 
to learn Esperanto, and afterwards to start an Esper¬ 
anto Society of their own (which was done), and 
continue their study by getting into touch with Esper- 
antists abroad. 

A further instance of 

Governmental Recognition 

of the language comes from the State of Riode Janeiro, 
in Brazil. The local Parliament passed into law a Bill 
introduced by the President of the State, providing 
(i) that, for all public offices open to general compe¬ 
tition, of candidates otherwise equally qualified those 
shall be preferred who understand Esperanto, and can 
produce to this effect the certificate of the Brazilian 
Esperanto Association, and (2) that Esperanto be 
made an optional subject in all'ordinary and middle- 
grade schools. Similar provisions have also been 
enacted in two other Brazilian States, Sergipe and Sao 
Paulo. 

Official recognition as a living language has been 
accorded by the Mid-Berlin Police Court, which 
recently without demur accepted for legal verification 
some Minutes written in Esperanto, which were handed 
in by the German Esperanto Society, concerning 
alterations in the Articles of Association. 

As to the utility of 

Esperanto in Special Cases, 

all sorts of instances were reported in the Esperanto 
Press. Here Esperanto serves to put someone in 
touch with the right medical authority to save a 
friend ; there someone else hears at last through 
Esperanto of the death of a brother abroad, for whom 
unavailing search had been made by every possible 
means for ten years past, etc., etc. The list of inter¬ 
national • services ” of the most varied kind, rendered 
during the past year by any U.E.A. delegito in any big 
town, will afford many further striking instances. To 
undertake a travel tour in a country of the language 
of which one is ignorant is by now not in the least a 
remarkable thing to do ; but that a headmaster of a 
school, having endeavoured in vain to obtain through 
English and French interesting postcard correspon¬ 
dents abroad for his pupils, should have most gratifying 
success the moment he gets them to learn Esperanto 
for the purpose, is somewhat of a novelty, for which 
England is responsible. 

Esperanto in the East. 

Those critics whose last stronghold of objection is 
that Esperanto will never be taken up by the Orient 


will be interested to have news of Esperanto progress 
in China. The Chinese Republic Esperanto League 
was founded in May, 1912. At its inception the Bureau 
of the League at Shanghai, we are told, " did not even 
boast pen and ink ; everything had to be borrowed.” 
A few days after it was opened a course of instruction 
in Esperanto was announced, for which some 67 persons 
gave in their names ; a correspondence course was also 
arranged, and this was taken advantage of by over 
300 persons in all parts of China. When finally the 
“ Min Li Pao " newspaper took up Esperanto and began 
to print a special Esperanto section, the League was 
established on a sure footing. Its membership rose to 
247 regular and 151 supporting members ; the number 
taking the correspondence course increased to 396. 

Abdul Baha, the Persian reformer and mystic, who 
already on more than one occasion had publicly 
expressed approval of Esperanto, recently promulgated 
among his two million or so Bahai adherents an " order ” 
urging them to learn Esperanto, the world-wide 
diffusion of which, he has previously said, was foretold 
about the middle of last century by the founder of the 
Bahai faith, Baha’o'llah. In order to give effect to 
his recommendation, he took back with him to Persia 
a large supply of Esperanto text-books, and intends to 
send a Bahai scholar to Europe to study the language,, 
with a view to teaching it to Bahais in the East. 

As regards 

Esperanto Literature, 

the most important event last year was the publication,, 
by the British and Scottish Bible Societies in associa¬ 
tion, of an Esperanto translation of the New Testament , 
which is already running through a second edition. 
In a letter published in various newspapers and peri¬ 
odicals, signed by the Bishop of Jarrow and 34 clergy¬ 
men of various denominations, attention is called to- 
the appearance of the translation as a particularly 
noteworthy occurrence. 

The Esperantist Centra Oficejo in Paris has drawn 
up some interesting statistics with regard to books- 
issued in Esperanto up to August 31, 1912. According 
to the figures given, there were 479 propaganda works,. 
481 text-books covering about fifty languages, 383 books 
on various subjects, 423 literary works, 71 dealing with 
history, geography, and travel, giving a total of 1,837,. 
whereas in 1889 only 29 works had been published. 

Among particular works published last year mention 
should be made of Ginevra, an original play in Esper¬ 
anto verse by Edmond Privat, of Geneva, of which a 
very successful performance was given at Bern by 
professional actors from Antwerp, on the occasion of 
the Ninth Universal Esperanto Congress in August 
last.— Adapted by W;M. from the German of Dr. Breiger, 
in “ Germana Esj>erantisto, ” January — February, 1914..

Report of the Council, to be presented to the Members 
at the Tenth Annual General Meeting, to be held at the 
Y.M.C.A. Hall, Fargate, Sheffield, on Monday, June i, 
I9M- 

The Council has the honour to submit its Report 
upon the working of the Association during the year 
ended 31st December, 1913. 

As the result of a special circular letter sent to holders 
of the Advanced Certificate, the number of Fellows has 
been increased by 80, and the total now upon the 
Register is 183. The increase in Membership has also 
been satisfactory, 250 candidates having been enrolled 
during the year. It has been remarked with pleasure 
that there is a growing tendency on the part of sub¬ 
scribers to The British Esperantist to pay the extra 
2 shillings for their second year’s subscription, and so 
obtain the additional advantages of membership of the 
Association. The Council earnestly hopes that all 
Members will continue to induce as many of their 
friends as possible to join ; increase in Membership 
is one of the most healthy signs of our progress and 
stability. 

The past year has been remarkable on account of 
many successful propaganda efforts. A Special Adver¬ 
tising Fund was established, to which donations 
amounting to fyz 2s. 6d. were made. Public lectures 
were given in Hyde Park and elsewhere throughout 
the summer season, the public interest in our Move¬ 
ment being thereby encouragingly aroused. In con¬ 
junction with these meetings, the new penny booklet, 
Esperanto for All, found a ready sale. The Council has 
already approached the groups, recommending them to 
organise public lectures in their local parks and open 
spaces. A new leaflet in seven languages is in course 
of preparation, for the use of propagandists attending 
the numerous International Congresses constantly 
taking place in all parts of the country. The Sixth 
British Congress, held in Eastbourne, under the patron¬ 
age of H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, was a splendid 
success, and, by the aid of extensive Press publicity, 
drew' wide and sympathetic attention to our Move¬ 
ment. In July the Members of our Association were 
generously entertained at a very successful Garden 
Party, given by Mr. David Wynter at his home in 
Highgate. 

The Esperanto Monthly, established in January, 1913, 
under the able editorship of Mr. W. W. Mann, was 
warmly welcomed, and proved that a magazine devoted 
to the interests of students and teachers is needed. 
The first year’s loss of approximately £3 o was not 
unexpected, particularly as no income was anticipated 
from advertisements. The second year of the gazette 
is, of course, expected to show increased sales, and a 
page (at £2) has been set apart for advertisements. 
The publications issued under the auspices of the 
Association during the year include :—En la Montoj 
(President’s prize), by A. E. Styler ; Mirinda Amo (the 
second original novel of H. A. Luyken, F.B.E.A.) ; 
Alegorioj el la Naiuro, translated by George Gordon, 
F.B.E.A. ; English Key; Kursa Lernolibro, by E. 
Privat; Karlo, by E. Privat; Ginevra, by E. Privat-; 
the French Key; Esperanto for All; a Commercial 
Leaflet ; and Travivajoj, by Richard Sharpe, F.B.E.A. 
Angla Titolaro, an index of translations from English 
authors, by Georg Davidov, has been approved for 
publication, and is in the Press. The sales of the Ne;v 
Testament and Mr. Millidge’s Dictionary have been 
remarkable, and both works have run into second 
editions. 

The International Congress held in Berne was 
attended by a large number of British visitors, of whom 


15 were officially delegated by our Association to cast 
45 votes at the business meetings of the Congress. 

The Balance Sheet and Revenue Account appear on 
page 58. It will be seen that the deficit for the year 
amounts to £22(3 9s. nd. Deducting the donations, 
;£ t 5 t 3 s - id., there is a balance of ^210 16s. iod., secured 
by the Guarantee Fund, representing a call of iod. in 
the £. This matter will be the subject ol a Special 
Circular by the President. Book sales are a highly 
satisfactory feature, the profit being £125 4s. 5c!. in 
excess of that of last year. 

Receipts from Membership and British Esperantist 
also show gratifying increases. There is, however, a 
fall of £8 from Affiliation Fees, and Examinations also 
show' a small decrease, partly due to the reduction in 
the fees. On the other side of the account the cessation 
of the Inlernacia Propagandejo involves an increase of 
^42 in the expenses of rent, and the additional cost of 
The British Esperantist has been £32. 

It has for a long time been felt that our present 
offices, though convenient for the work hitherto done, 
suffer from lack of publicity, which is thought detri¬ 
mental to the progress of Esperanto. A Committee 
has been appointed to see if other offices can be found 
on the ground floor in an important thoroughfare. 
Your Committee hopes to report that such can be 
found, not involving any increase in our present rent.

Members .—A resolution ‘ of congratulation was 
passed in favour of Mr. Aneurin Williams, Hon. Presi¬ 
dent of the Letchworth Group, on his election as a 
Member of Parliament, 
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Finance. —A print of the audited Accounts at De¬ 
cember 31, 1913, was read and analysed by the Presi¬ 
dent, and passed by the Council. 

Advertising. —The following resolution was proposed 
by Mr. Sharp and seconded by Mr. Cox:— 

(1) . That a Press Publicity Department he organised 

by the B.E.A., on self-supporting commercial 
lines. 

(2) . That, in order to carry Resolution 1 into imme¬ 

diate effect, articles pri Esperanto be prepared, 
stereos taken from the type, and offered for sale 
to the Press. 

(3) . That advertisements (at a cost not exceeding 

the sum obtained from the sale of stereos) may 
be inserted in any Newspaper which buys the 
stereos and publishes the articles. 

(4) . That any money required to carry Resolution 2 

into effect be provided from the Advertising Fund 
of the Association. 

The matter was discussed at great length, and each 
part of the resolution, having been put to the Meeting 
separately, was carried, the words " A Series of Six " 
being deleted from paragraph 2. It was further 
resolved to elect Mr. A. Sharp a Committee (with power 
to co-opt) to cany out the project. 

Annual Report. —A draft of the Council’s Report 
was submitted and approved, after making a few small 
amendments. 

Guarantors.—- Mr. Mudie read the draft of a letter 
he had prepared for the Guarantors for the year 
1913. announcing a call of 10 pence in the £, and the. 
same was approved. 

New Offices. —It being reported that some offices 
in many ways suitable had been found at 17, Hart-street, 
it was decided that a Committee consisting of Miss 
Blake, Mr. Chatterton, Mr. Long, and Mr. Mudie should 
be appointed with full power to decide in the matter. 

“ The British Esperantist.” —The question of the 
appointment of the Editor was dealt with, and Mr. 
Millidge stated that, after consultation with the 
journal Committee, he did not feel disposed to accept 
the Council’s offer as made at the last Council Meeting. 
The matter was, therefore, rediscussed by the Council, 
and eventually a satisfactory agreement was come to. 

It was decided that Mr. Millidge's Editorship should 
date from the 1st March, on the resignation of Mr. 
Mann. A vote of hearty thanks was accorded to Mr. 
Mann for his past work.
